WILL PASS TODAY 
“ON SCHOOL NEEDS 


Heads of Various City De- 
partments Are Urged to 
Keep Down Requests for 
Share of Issue. 


SQUARE DEAL FOR ALL — 
PROMISED BY NUTTING

Parent-Teacher Associa- 
tions Are Planning Sys- 
tematic Work to Carry 
School Bonds at Polls. 


Interest on the part of Atlanta wom- 
en in the campaign for a bond issue 
of at least $1,500,000 to relieve the con; 
gestion in the public schools today, and 
to enlarge the school plant so as to 
make it adequate and efficient to meet 
the demands which will be made in the 
next five or ten vears, has stirred mem- 
bers of the city government to grater 
activity. 

Within the brief space of twenty-four 
hours—the periéd which has elapsed 
since the women have thrown their in- 
fluence behind the campaign-—develop- 
‘metits of considerable importance “have 
taken place. 
Parent-Teachers’ Aid. 

In several wards of the city, the Par- 
ent-Teacher associations have taken the 
initiative in the matter of planning a 
systematic organization of forces to 
meet the issue when the question of 
issuing bongs for schools, streets, hos- 
pitals, parks, sewers and other projects 
is submitted to the voters for consider- 
ation and adoption. 

Today will mark the most critical 
stage of the campaign, for the sub-com- 
mittee of the general bond issue com- 
mittee of council, of which Alderman 
James R. Nutting ts chairman, will hold 
an important meeting in the committee 
rooms at city hall for the purpose of 
deciding on the amount of bonds nec- 
essary to place the city of Atlanta in 
a position of supremacy and restore the 
. civic prestige she lost through failure of 
the government to expand the schoo 
system ona basis in keeping with the 
progress of times. 

‘Members of Alderman Nutting’s com- 
mittee are alive to the task which con- 
fronts them, and are prepared to form- 
ulate a plan based on sound, conserv- 
ative business principles. The commit- 
tee has summoneti the heads of the va- 
rious city departments that are asking 
for a part of the bond issue money to 
make needed improvements. Each de- 
partment head will be expected to keep 
down the amount of money needed to 
the minimum in order that the commit- 
tee can recommend a bond issue for all 
purposes not to exceed $3,000,000. 

Square Deal for All. 

“The committee is. going to give every 
department of the city a square show- 
ine.” Alderman Nutting said Monday, 
“end at the same time we are going 
to require thetheads of the departments 
not to be extravagant in the matter of 
furmis for improvements. 

“The committee has not 
sort or tentative report, 
agreed on anything definite. 
gotime to hear from the 
first, and then werare going 
with the general committee as to how 
much each department should have. The 
committees do not want to overload 

the city with bonds. It is much more 
: reasonable to expect success on elec- 
tion day by placing a small amount 
of bonds before the people for approval, 
than it is to risk a great big issue, 
which is almost certain to be defeated.’ 

Heads of departments have been 
working on ‘their budgets, which will 
be presented to the committee for ap- 
proval, and since they,learned that thev 
will wet secant consideration by over- 
estimating their wants, they 
shaved their demands down. For 
stance. one department. at the first 
meeting of the committee, asked for 
$1,500,000. Thé head of this department 
now states that he can do wonders with 
$200,000, and the head of another de- 
partment who told the committee that 
he would just have to have $750,000 or 
zo bankrupt, has changed his estimate 
to $100,000. 

$23.000,000 Issue. 

And the prospects arebright that the 
committee will shave a littie more from 
the budgets of the above departments 
if it is necessary to bring the entire 
issue within a total of $4,000,000. 

In makine its report, the committee 
‘will probably recommend that in call- 
ing the election on the bond question, 
council arrange so.that the people can 
vote for only those bonds which 
deem necessary, and vote against those 
they do not approve. There are a thou- 
sand of voters who do not believe bonds 
should be issued for any other purpose 
than for school improvements, and thev

A message of greetings and brother- 
lv love were ordered sent to Baron T. 
H. Yun, who is confined in a Korean jail 
on account of religious activity. 

Cordele Next Meeting. 

“Where shall the next conference be 
held?” was asked by Bishop Denny. 
Dawson, Thomasville and Cordele were 
nominated. The first two withdrew In 
favor of Cordele, which place was 
unanimously chosen. 

A spirited debate occurred tin the 
adoption of the temperance report. Mrs. 
A. M. Williams and W. N. Ainsworth 
bitterly fought the paragraphs of the 
report that indorsed the political ac- 
tivities of the Woman’s Christian Tem- 
perance union. They declared the ten- 
dencies of the union appeared to be 
drifting toward woman’s'_ suffrage, 
which they opposed with all heart and 
mind. The report, as finally adopted, 
indorsed the Woman's Christian Tem- 
perance union only so far as they en- 
gaged in temperance work.

BELGIUM 10 LIMIT 


$7,000,000 Monthly Demand- 
ed for German Troops, and 
$75,000,000 Because Bel- 
gium Resisted Invasion. 


Amsterdam, November 30.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—-A message from Brussels to the 
Handelsblad states that the German 
governor of the province of Brabant, 
in which Brussels is located, convoked 
a meeting of financiers and told them 
that Belgium must pay 35,000,000 francs 
($7,000,000) monthly for \the mainte- 
nance of German troops. \ a 

In addition to this sum) it is said, 
Belgium must contribute & war levy 
of 375,000,000 francs ($75,000,000) as a 
penalty for violations of newtrality by 
Belgium and losses ensuing \therefrom 
to Germany. 
GERMANY ADMITS \ 
BELGIANS NEED FOOD. 

London, November 30.—In 
to an Anqguiry/ concerning the at 
ticity of an interview published 
English and American newspapers) 
which credited a German officer, desig- 
mated as General von Frankenburg, 
with the statement that Germany would 
have fed the people of Belgium if she 
had not been anticipated by the kind- 
hearted action of the American people. 
Brand Whitlock, American minister. to 
Belgium, today sent the following tele- 
gram to the American relief commis- 
sion: 

“Il am officially informed by the Ger- 
man government that there is no basis 
in fact for the statements published in 
the American and British press to the 
effect that a General von F’rankenburg 
made the alleged statement. 

“There is, indeed, no General von 
Frankenburg at Antwerp, but it seems 
that a Captain von Frankenburg, a staff 
officer, not authorized to speak, made 
statements to a person claiming to be 
a newspaper man relating to conditions 
in Germany, which needed no assistance 
in feeding its population.

BOXES OF FOOD 

FOR BELGIAN BABIES. 

New York, November 30.—Boxes of 
food, prepared especially for babies ana 
invalids, are to be sent to Belgium by 
the woman's section of the American 
commission for relief in Belgium, it 
was announced. By means of these 
“baby boxes” it is thought, the lives of 
a million babies and children may be 
saved. 

The commission stated that food sent 
heretofore has been mainly for the 
adult population. By the new plan, 
packages of the babies’ food will be 
marked with a white band, so that an 
arrival in Europe, they can be sent im- 
mediately to ailing children. Boxes of 
food for invalids or adults, with blue 
or red bands respectively, also will be 
forwarded. 

The presidents of fourteen state fed- 
erations of women’s clubs have accept- 
ed places on the co-operating commit- 
tee of the women’s section of the com- 
mission within the last three days, it 
was announced, and 15.000 Texas club 
women have expressed their intention 
to co-operate in the relief work. This 
brings the number of American women 
engaged in this work up to nearly 
700.000.

HE RESIGNS PLACE 
RATHER THAN TURN 
DEATH ON TEN MEN 


Little Rock, Ark., November « 30.— 
Rather than execute ten men. four of 
whom are white, Luther Castling, elec- 
trician at the state penitentiary, today 
presented his resignation to the prison 
commission. No action has been taken 
on the application, as no substitute can 
be found for the place. 

The first of the series of electrocu- 
tions in Arkansas is set for Wednesday 
next, when Neal McLaughlin, convicted 
of attacking a young woman near 
Ozark, Ark., will be executed. 

Two more men were added to the list 
in the death cell today. Both were 
sentenced from Craighead county and 
will die February 22, Both are negroes.

PRESIDENT WOODWARD 
ON THE PUBLIC HEALTH 


Jacksonville, Fla., November 30.—Con- 
solidation of the various public health 
agencies in the United States into one 
association was advocated here tonight 
by Dr. William C. Woodward, of Wash- 
ington, president of the American Pub- 
lic Health association. Dr. Woodward 
made the chief address at the opening 
meeting of the association’s forty-sec- 
ond annual convention. 

“Our present system of volunteer ac- 
tivity looking toward the conservation 
and promotion of public health is 
wasteful of money and effort,’ said Dr. 
Woodward. “A maximum of efficiency 
ean be attained only through the con- 
solation of oyr public health agerfies.”’ 

The speaker asserted that much of 
the effort of ‘the various organizations 
engaged in public health work was lost 
because, he claimed, each agency could 
obtain financial support from only those 
persons interested in its particular ac- 
tivity. 

“Tf each organization was a part of 
a bie general public health association, 
the interest and financial support of 
each public-spirited citizen could be 
secured for some phase of the work of 
the general association,” added Dr. 
Woodward. 

It was announced that a committee 
now was at work on a’ plan of con- 
solidation similar to that suggested by 
Dr. Woodward.

| The Holland Letter 


At the very hour when the Merchants’ 
Association of New York, a few days ago, 
was with ceremoniat luncheon greeting the 
local federal reserve executive committee, 
the hosts, numbering sixteen hundred in all, 
one of the gref&t industrial organizations, 
was in consultation over prypositions which 
when perfected and.executed will bring be- 
tween $5,000,000 and $6,000,000 from one of 
the Wélligerent countries to thé treasury of 
that organization. On the same day, other 


propositions were under consideration, one 
item in each of them being agreements to pay 


large bonuses in cash in consideration of a 
very early delivery of the commodities which 
the contracts called’ for. 


Probably in other parts of the country ne- 


gotiations of this kind were In progress then 


as they have been for some time and are) 


likely to be for months. The peculiar fea- 
ture of almost all these transactions is that 
no credit is asked, there being guarantee of 
immediate cash payments when the commod- 
ities are delivered to the representatives of 
the belligerent and neutral nations who 
have bought them. Some of those who took 
part as hosts in the luncheon given by the 
merchants‘ association to the local federal 
reserve committee had knowledge of these 
negotiations and, in fact, some of them had 
taken part? They ,were, therefore, in a con- 
dition of mind to speak with atl sincerity of 
this ceremony as a “prosperity luncheon.” 
Yet upon this occasion, excepting for infor- 
mal and neighborly discussion, no reference 
was made to the advent of the first symp- 
toms of prosperity, nor to the fact that the 
greater part of our exports are now on a 
cash basis, requiring, therefore, no banking 
discount facilities. The addresses, especially 
the one delivered by Benjamin Strong, Jr., 
who is the governor of the federal reserve 
bank established in this district, were ap- 
parently so writte# as to be free from any 
definite or positive assertion that prosperity 
has already begun. Mr. Strong went so far 
as to say that the new federal reservé sys- 
tem cannot of itself bring or make pros- 
perity, but it can aid in establishing that 
condition. 

One statement made at th!Is_ luncheon 
might have been amplified, for it certainly 
was the cause of a good deal of private com- 
ment among those who took part in the cer- 
emony. Mr. Strong said that the defects of 
the old national banking system “may have 
been” corrected by the new lIaw, 
must be sure that other defects have not 
crept undetected into the law which may 
cause unsound tendencies to develop, there- 
by defeating the purpose of congress and 


Ncreating other weaknesses which will compel 


new legislation.” 

While the hope which has been encour- 
aged by the establishment of the new law 
has been strong and is now stronger than 
ever, nevertheless it has been observed that 
there is occasionally some disposition to re- 
fer in a @indly way to the old national bank- 
ing system. Whatever its defects, it is now 
recognized that while it waw still in opera- 
tion the leaders of finance mm the United 
States met a desperate situation in August 
and, using the facilities of the national 
banks as they were under the old law, and 
the powerful resources of the clearing house 
association, whose membersnip was chiefly 
confined to the old national banks, together

law, were able to overcome the difficulties | 


so that on the day that the new law went 
into effect fairly comfortable conditions 
preyailed and a nation-wide return of con- 
fidence was established. 


One of the Benefits. 


One of the benefits of the new national 
banking reserve law which was not alluded 
to by any of the speakers at the luncheon is 
to be found in its ability to concentrate re- 
sources, credit and funds and so to use these 
factors as to meet the reasonable demand of | 
any or of all the communities in the United | 
States. This, however, was precisely what 
the national monetary system which. was 
authorized by congress shortly after the 
panic of 1907 regarded as its chief responsi- 
bility and purpose. The new federal reserve 
system is in large measure based upon the 
results of five years’ study by the national 
monetary commission and there was public 
acknowledgment of that fact in a recent 
leading editorial of The New York Times. 

The panic of 1907 made ty clear that the 
chief defect in the old national banking law 
was that it not merely permirred, but actual- 
ly compelled, the concentration into a few 
powerful hands of much of the banking re- 
sources and, negotiable credit in the United 
States. There had to be such concentration. 
In fact, the possible beneficial use of power 
of that kind was strikingly illustrated im- 
mediately after the gwar in Europe caused 
unprecedented and dangerous conditions of 
a sudden to be established in the United 
States. It was to a great extent the ability 
to concentrate resources, credit and utilize 
the clearing ‘house associativnm which enabled 
the leaders to perfect plans and to carry 
them into effect by means of which $200,- 
000,000 in gdld was secured, a sum that was 
sufficient for the emergency assistance of 
which there was desperate need. 


New Concentration of Power. 


Much of the discussion at luncheon which + 


was given by the merchants’ association cen- 
tered upon some of the technical methods in 
operation which will now characterize the 
new national banking system, especially the 
character of commercial paper upon which 
rediscounts may be secured. There might 
have been, however, a somewhat broader 
point of view. It would have illustrated 
the manner in which under the old law con- 
centration into a few hands of credit and 
resources was inevitable, but it would also 
have disclosed that under the new system 
there is to be established concentration far 
surpassing any which was forced by the old 
law into a few hands. , 
The new banking system is really a 
great central bank with the power of review 
and direction in larger matters in the con- 
trol of the federal reserve poard at Wash- 
ington and with the twelve regional banks 
in effect, if not in name, branches of the 
central authority. There are, therefore, es- 
tablished with the federal reserve board at 
Washington financial power and authority 
hitherto unknown in the United States. That 
is understood to have been what Benjamin 
Strong had in mind when he said to the 
merchants’ association that we cannot yet be 
sure that defects do not lurk in the new 
system from which dangerous’ tendencies 
may be developed and from which weak- 
nesses may also appear so great as to com- 
pel new legislation to correct them. None 
of those who heard Mr. Strong doubted that 
he -meant gently to convey the intimation 
that the responsibilities and power of this 
federal reserve board are very great so 
there must also be such use of those powers 
as will make favoritism impossible and po- 
litical subserviency a danger not to be 
thought of, for with a federal reserve board 
either incapable of wise administration or 
disposed to use its powers to undue advan- 
tage the country would probably be just as 
well off as would be the case were there 
concentration of banking resources and ne- 
rotiable credit in the hands of a*few leaders 
of Afmerican finance.

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HOW WOMEN OF ATLANTA HELPED 
TO PASS THE LAST BIG BOND ISSUE, 
IS TOLD. BY MRS. WOODS WHITE 


“We reached the average woman more 
nearly, I bélieve, than the average man has 
ever been reached in an election here—that 
was the secret of the influence the women 
had in having passed the last bond issue in 
Atlanta,’ said Mrs. Woods White yesterdar, 
when asked how the women helped in that 
campaign. 

Mrs. White was the presidert of the .City 
Federation of Women’s Clubs when the 
campaign for the last bond issue began. At 
a meeting of that organization the move- 
ment was indorsed by the women, after re- 
ports were made generally setting forth the 
need for the money in improving the city’s 
sanitary conditions, and the heed of the 
schools, and the hospital. Subsequently the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, through the 
secretary, Walter G. Cooper, made formal 
request of the City Federation, through Mrs. 
White, to take active steps in enlisting the 
interest of the women of the city-at-large 
in the merits of the bond issue. , 

“At once, as president of the organiza- 
tion, I called a special meeting,” explained 
Mrs. White, “and invited to be present the 
officers of. the. chamber of eommerce, city 
officials and other prominent citizens, that 
they might bring before the federated wom- 
en the cause in which thes wished them to 
aid. The meeting was a large one: the wom- 
en listened attentively to the speeches made, 
and at the conclusion formal resoltttions 
were: passed, the women pledging themselves 
to do all they could to arouse the interest 
of all elements in all sections of the city to 
the movement which was to mean so much. 


Great Responsibility. 

“I felt the responsibility from the mo- 
ment, and realized that the ‘follow-up’ of 
the resolutions meant a systematized and 
continuous work, which demanded not. the 
work of one small committee, but the work 
of many organized committees, and that this 
work of organization had to be done at once. 

“We began by calling together the women 
of every phase of. our organized work, and 
to them was givef out all information per- 
taining to the bond issue. 

“I recall saying, ‘Ladies, we cannot ‘begin 
to do our work until we know as much about 
the movement as the’ men agitating the 
movement know. We must know the plea 
of the opponents of the measure, and be 
ready to meet their arguments. We must be 
able to tell every woman we appeal to what 
she needs in her community; how bad sani- 
tary conditions are; what the school in her 
ward needs, and we must be able to tell 
them, further, what is going to be done 
with the bond money when it is secured.’ 

“The. members of the chamber of com- 
merce and members of council came, at our 
request, several times to give desired in- 
formation. 


Central Committee. | 


“Then was appointed our central commit- 
tee of twenty-five women, these representing 
the various activities of all organized wom- 
en—activities educational, social, artistic, in- 
dustrial, were represented on the committee, 
and to them it was given to go to meetings 
the organizations and give out the 
inforjnation they had obtained. Each one 
of the organizations addressed perfected its 
method of going into the work of reaching 
the average woman—she who was not the 
member of any organization; who had not 
read of the movement; who did not know 
the school her child went to needed im- 
provement;-who did not know which way 
her husband was going to vote. 

“These organizations in turn reported to 


some member of the central committee of | 


twenty-five daily, and the committee of 
twenty*five met every day for three weeks, 
at noon, in the: rooms of the Atlanta Wom- 
an’s club. 

“*We had better send a good speaker to 
such and such section of the city, would 
be the message brought frequently; 
women there are indifferent,’ would be the 
nature of one report: another would be: 
‘The women of our neighborhood are for the 
bond issue; we have talked to the men folks 
about it, and we think you had better get 
some more speakers to go to the men's 
meetings.’ 

Filed Information. 

“Before the week of the election we knew 
almost accurately the attitude of the women 
in nearly every resident community of At- 
lanta. We had worked out through our 
organized forces with phenomenal Success, 
and had .reached every element of women 
from the most well-to-do to the humblest. 
Towards the last, visiting committees made 
a door-to-door canvass in some neighbor- 
hoods, and their reports became of dramatic 
interest. The chamber of commerce furnish- 
ed me with a-.secretary to aid in the work 
that fell upon me as president of the city 
federation, and I would not take anything 
for the experience I had in the very hard 
work. I realized that with all the earnest- 
ness of our organizations we had never be- 
fore pushed out with it and really reached 
the woman who, after all most needs the 
message we can bring one another. I realized 
that the test of what organization means is 
when it does reach out, and finally secure, 
the interest of this—we will call her the 
‘average woman.’ It ts her influence we 
need when it comes to getting out all the 
men we want to vote for anything. 

“Now, I want to Say that though the 
women worked earnestly and unceasingly in 
our well-organized campaign, we never could 
have accomplished what we did if the news- 
papers had not so generously exploited what 
we did, and pushed on with us in everything 
we undertook. From the editors through 
every department of the papers nobody was 
ever too busy to take the notice of a meet- 
ing or write the explanation of some phase 
of the work. : 

“I cheerfully give this information not as 
a suggestion to the able women of Atlanta 
still working on in organized effort, but 
merely to revall to them how great their 
power is, if they will but go out and use 
it. It can’t be accomplished by just a few 
leading ‘spirits giving time to. it, by even 
the majority of organized women, but it 
must be done by their going out of their 
organization to the woman who has not yet 
heard what she should know about 
school her child goes to: about the hospital 
her child may have to be taken to. 

“The vote in favor of the last bond issue 

was the largest ever cast for any movement 
I recall, and the men of the city were most 
ready to give credit to the women for the 
great part they had taken in it. 
. “I Know the noble Atlanta women: they 
will do it again if called upon; they are 
ever ready in their organizations, and as 
individuals, to complement the effort of our 
splendid men citizens in anything under- 
taken fer the city’s life and prosperity.” 


Mrs. White's splendid work of the women 
of Atlanta in this particular campaign was 
the subject of editorial commeént in the lead- 
ing papers of the country, carrying news of 
woman's work and feature stories pertain- 
ing to it appeared in The Woman’s Home 
Companion, Good Housekeeping and similar 
publications. 


REIMS.

Reims, which*was inadvertently stepped 
upon by the German army during its Sep- 
tember retreat, is an aged and decrepit city 
of 100,000 people, which has been doing busi- 
ness in the same spot for over 2,000 years, 
and which looks it in some places. 

It is situated north of Paris, two hours 
by railroad and apparently several years by 
German army, and is the Lowell of France, 
about 25,000 of “its people working in the 
cloth industries. 

Reims has fine boulevards and modern 
bulldings, but the tourists do not flock to 
see these. It is more famous for its ancient 
French houses leaning toward each other on 
Streets which are mere slits in the sky at 
the top; and it also has a cathedral which is 
one of the most magnificent pieces of sand- 
stone pottery in existence. Thousands of 
workmenwlabored+foneyeors’@o-carve fauna 


The Germans took a few shots at this vener- 
able old church and made rubbish out of 

a good deal of it. 
and flora as well as saints and sinners all 
over the church, inside and out, and its soar- 
ing proportions are so graceful and elegant 
that modern architects :become silent and 
humble when they look at it. However, noth- 
ing can make a modern cannoneer modest or 
humble. The Germans took a few shots at 
the venerable old church with an up-to-date 
cannon as big as a subway and made rub- 
bish out of a good deal of it. This was a 
great misfortune to history and art, but will, 
in the end, be most profitable to Rome. A 
cathedral with shotholes in it is much more 
valuable from a tourists’ standpoint than a 
perfect specimen, and the Germans. shot 
several millions dollars’ worth of value into 
the great structure from a commercial 
standpoint. 

Reims has a long and 
and has entertained mosj of the most prom- 
inent trouble-makers of®urope. The Romans 
captured it from the Remi and Attila; the 
Hun burned it; Clovis, the original French- 
man, was baptized there; Charlemagne hob- 
nobble@ with the pope in the village hotel, 
and numbers of French kings were crowned 
there and afterwards filed away under the 
floor of the cathedral when no longer 4live 
enough to reign. 

Thus it will be Seen that entertaining 
royally is no novelty to Rheims, and if Em- 
peror Wilhelm chances to stop there during 
his French enterprise the town will doubt- 
less.receive him with a calmness which will 
almost amount to a lack of enthusiasm. As 
it would much rather en- 
tertain a modest American tourist with a 
capacious letter of credit.

AD INCOMPETENT 


Mayor Woodward Com- 
ments Upon “Failure of 
Police to Check Crime in 
Atlanta.” 


“This so-called crime wave which 
Struck Atlanta Saturday night is a 
Serious proposition, and I attribute it 
to the demoralization of the police de- 
partment,” said Mayor James G. Wood- 
ward Monday in commenting on the 
slaying af W.'E. Ormond by a negro 
on Cooper street, and several lesser 
crimes of burglary and hold-ups which 
were reported to the police. 

“It looks to me like incompetency, 
and all I can say is that if I had the 
authority the police would break up 
. these crimes even if I had to put a 
new man at the head of the police de- 
partment. It looks to me as though 
the failure of the police to check 
crimes in Atlanta shows that the city 
has a chief who is incompetent to 
cope with ‘the situation. 

"It ts a terrible state for people to 
live in when it becomes. unsafe for a 
woman to be on the streets after dark. 
Last Saturday a citizen was killed 
when he went to the rescue of his wife 
and daughter who were in peril at the 
hands of a negro crook. I understand 
that there were five other hold-ups in 
other parts of the city and several 
burglaries. 

“When I make a statement like this 
there are some people who shout out 
that I am trying to get Chief Beavers 
fired and restore the restricted dis- 
trict, but that is all foolishness. Ihave 
never taken the position that the dis- 
trict should be restored, but I have 
taken the position that the police of 
the city should ‘be forced to give ade- 
quate protection to women and young 
girls who are on the streets after dark. 

“However, the police commission 
cannot do anvthing, because it is 
criticised by Marion Jackson and the 
Men and Religion Forward Movement 
every time it makes a move in the di- 
rection of reorganizjng the depart- 
ment and placing’ it on a basis of com- 
petency and efficiency. 

“I honestly believe that the attacks 
which have been made on the police 
board are the cause of the brazen ex- 

leits of criminals during the past few 

ays.

Gecrgia Lumber Shippers Ask- 
ed to Join Campaign. 


Shippers of lumber from Georgia 
points are being urged, in a circular 
issued through the office of Charles A. 
Forrest, commercial agent of the 
Friseo, and Cc. & E. I. lines, to join in 
the co-operative campaign toward in- 
creasing revenues on lumber traffic by 
securing heavier loading per car. The 
campaign was promoted by the Lum- 
bermen’s association of Chicago, rep- 
resenting some of the largest lumber 
shipping interests in the country, and 
the railroads. 

The circular being sent out is as fol- 
lows: 

Power and équipment of the railroads has 
been constantly increased in capacity, and 
the 40,000-pound and 60,000-pound capacity 
cars in common use a few years ago are 
rapidly disappearing, being replaced by cars 
of 60,000 to 100,000-pound capacity. 

The lumbermen are co-operating with the 
carriers in keeping, pace with this develop- 
a by educating lumber shippers and users 
n the importance of heavier loading, recog- 
nizing that as the commercial load of each 
car is increased it decreases the dead-weight 
percentage of the total load, thus increas- 
ing the operating efficiency of the carriers 
as to net returns on the traffic as well as 
conserving car supply in times of shortage. 

That the efforts of the lumbermen are 
bearing fruit is manifested by the showing 
of some of the important lumber-carrying 
lines. For instance, the Chicago and East- 
ern Illinois reports an increase in average 
loading, tumber traffic, from 22.9 tons per 
car in 1910 to 24.5 tons per cay in 1914— 
un average increase of 3,200 pounds per car, 
or 7: per cent. 

As the minimums in the 
rates en lumber have not been Increased, 
the improvement in the average loading 
must be credited to the co-operation of the 
lumbermen in encouraging the filling of or- 
ders so that large cars may be loaded more 
nearly to carrying capacity.

~For Georgia Oats and Hay, 
Declare Leading Merchants 


The statement of Mrs. Nellie sli 
Black, manager of the famous Ric kr | 


for food crops, was supported to a 
large extent by a number of prominent 
Atlanta wholesale hay and grain mer- 
chants Monday. 

W. L. Fain, of the W. L. Fain Grain 
company, 490 Marietta street, declared 
that Mrs. Black “had. told the truth in 
plain language.” 

“Mrs. Black is right in saying that 
there is no market for Georgia-raised 
food crops,” said Mr. Fain, “when she 
explained why Georgia farmers from 
year to year raise cotton, which can 
always be sold for ready money except 
under’ extraordinary conditions. 

Preferred Western Oats. 

“Mrs. Black states that she vis- 
ited a number of Atlanta hay 
and grain merchants in an effort to sell 
1,200 bushels of heavy oats raised on 
her farm, and that she failed to sel] 
them because she was told that west- 
ern oats was preferred. 

“This is true. The Georgia climate 
hinders the proper curing of baled oats, 
and the same is true with other hay. 

“In addition, the farmers do not put 
up their home-raised oats in proper 
Shape for market. The. oats are not 


prepared well enough, and not proper- 
ly shelled. The right kind of+bagging 
is not used, also. Our climaté pre- 
vents curing the crop properly. 

“There is a very poor lotal market 
for Georgia peavine hay. It is a fat- 
tening hay, and is not usually fed. to 
work horses and mules in the city. The 
only market it has in Atlanta is with 
the dairymen, who feed good qualities 
of it, which are scarce, to the cows. 
It is also fed to the mules which are 
brought here during the winter to be 
sold. 

“I would not advise any 
raise. peavine hay with the view of 
selling it in this city. He will do very 
well to raise it for home use, though.” 

No Peavine Hay Market. 

W. 8S. Duncan, of the W. S. Duncan 
company, 18 South Butler street, said 
there was -practically no market for 
peavine hay. 

“I would have bought Mrs. Peters’ 
oats, though,” stated Mr. Duncan, “pro- 
vided the price was satisfactory, if she 
had offered them to us. Our company 
is handling a number of car loads of 
Géorgia oats. 

“However, western oats under ordi- 
nary conditions are preferred, and can 
be bought a little cheaper. The prep- 
aration of the oats by the farmers here 
is not entirely satisfactory. The farm- 
ers must be educated how to prepare 
their oats so as to be merchantable, 
and they must not ask retail prices for 
them.” 

Both Mr. Fain and Mr. Duncan said 
there was a local market for Georgia 
corn, stating that as a rule it was as 
good a quality of corn as raised in 


farmer to 


other states. They said that practical-| 


ly all the corn offered for sale was be- 
ing bought. 
‘ Quality Questioned. 

A. P. Morgan, of the A. P. Morgan 
Grain company, on the West Point 
railroad, said that his firm could not 
regularly purchase peavine hay raised 
in Georgia because no reliability could 
be placed in the quality of the hay. 

“One ecarload,” said Mr. Morgan, 
“might be perfectly good hay, and the 
next day we will receive a carload as 
black as tar. There is no reliability 
in the quality of this hay and, there- 
fore, we cannot use it regularly. And, 
too, there is little market locally 
for it.” : 

Mr. Morgan stated that his firm was 
handling at the -present time a great 
deal of Georgia-raised corn, and that 
under ordinary circumstances: Georgia 
corn could not be purchased as cheaply 
as western corn. 

“Another trouble with Georgia hay,” 
continued Mr. Morgan, “is that the 
farmers ask too much for it. Peavine 
hay usually is worth no more than $14 
or $15 a ton, the very best qualities, 
cured carefully, seldom bringing more 
than $18 or $20. Georgia farmers want 
the same price as is paid for timothy 
hay, from $23 to $26.” 

Lack of Uniformity. 

J. D. Frazier, of the J. D. Frazier 
company, 268 Marietta street, said that 
lack of uniformity in the quality of 
Georgia hay and corn was largely re- 
sponsible for there being no market 
for it here. 

“The best peavine hay, properly cured 
and baled, though,” sald Mr. Frazier, 
“Is being sold for $18 to $20 a ton. 
Our firm is handling quite a good deal 
of it. Peavine hay, when cut green 
with peas in it, makes an excellent hay, 
but most farmers attempt to get the 
peas off first, and then cut the hay 
when it is too dry. I believe that if 
the people were educated more to the 
good qualities of peavine hay, it would 
have a better market.- The best pea- 
vine hay is just as good hay as timo- 
vue C. Woolley, of A. C. Woolley & Co., 
161 Madison avenue, said that he could 
sell good peavine hay, but the trouble 
was there was little of it. Georgia- 
raised corn, of good quality, is being 
given preference over western corn by 
tl Woolley firm. “When peavine 
hy is properly cured, it will bring $18 
a ton, and is as good hay as timothy, 
said Mr. Woolley. 

Holbrook’s Opinion. 

fm. A. Holbrook. of Holbrook & Smith, 
310 Marietta street, spoke about the 
situation as follows: 

“Tr would advise the farmers not to be 
misled by the fact that a good quantity 
of peavine hay is being bought in At-} 
lanta now. It is only temporary, caused 
by the government's quarantining Mich- 
igan, Wisconsin, Canadian, and hay 
from other western states, due to the 
hoof and mouth disease among cattle,/ 


the cause of which is attributed to dis-} 


eased hay raised in thoge sections. This 
temporary development has caused the 
local dealers to buy any kind of hay.” 


WILL BE INVESTIGATED 


Inquiry Will Be Conducted by 
the Consuls of United 
States. 


—_——y 


Washington,’ November 30.—The 
world's need for cotton at the present 
time and the estimated demand for 
next year. is to be the subject of an 
investigation by state department offi- 
clals, The treasury department to- 
night announced that Secretary Mc- 
Adoo had requested Secretary Bryan to 
secure all possible information on this 
subject. 

United States consuls already have 
been instructed, the statement said, 
to make careful investigations. Those 
in Egypt, India, China and Russia have 
been directed also to report the most 
reliable estimates of the 1914 crops in 
those countries. 

The reports’ from the consuls will be 
compiled here each month, and prob- 
ably will be made public for the use 
of cotton producers. 

The Treasury Statement. 
, The treasury statement follows: 

“Secretary McAdoo thas’ requested 
Secretary Bryan to make an inquiry, 
through American consuls in all parts 
of the world, regarding the actual de- 
mand for cotton at this time and the 
calculated demand for 1915. This in- 
formation, based upon a world-wide in- 
vestigation, will be of great service. 

“Figures on the production of cotton 
are now available through the medium 
of government reports as to crop pros- 
pects and the amount of cotton actual- 
Jy produced, but there are no statistics 
vn the present and prospective con- 
sumption of cotton by the world. Ac- 
curate information regarding cotton 
consumption will be very valuable, es- 
pecially at this time, as it will give an 
intelligent idea as to the demand and 
will permit the formation of correct 
judgment as to the ceonomic value of 
cotton. The secretary of state and the 
Secretary of commerce are co-operat- 
ing with the secretary of the treasury 
to get reliable information of this 
Character, and the figures, when re- 
ceived, will be published. Reports by

Cotton Figures Wanted. 


“In prosecuting this inquiry, Secre- 
tary Bryan thas instructed all consuls 
by cable to make a careful investiga- 
tion and report, beginning the first of 
December, and monthly thereafter, of 
Statististics relating to the stocks of 
raw cotton and cotton goods in mills 
and warehouses compared with the 
Sainé period last year; the present rate 
of cotton manufacture per month, to- 
gether with the number of spindles en- 
gaged and the number of persons em- 
Ployed; and information showing the 
comparative stocks of cotton goods and 
comparative estimate of purchases of 
cotton goods for delivery during 1915. 
The consuls in Egype, India, China and 
Russia have been instructed to report 
the most reliable estimates of the cot- 
ton yield for 1914.’

“On Belgian Battlefields,” which is 
being produced this week at the Grand 
theater, is a spectacular record pf act- 
ual war scenes.

WORLD'S COTTON NEEDS TALABAMA LABO

DECLARED TO BE INVALID 


Supreme Court Asserts Con- 
victs Held Under “Criminal 
Contracts” Are in Peonage. 


Washington, November 30.—The su- 
preme court today decreed that convicts, 
held under “criminal contracts” to work 
out their fines and costs with persons 
who appear in court as their financial 
sponsors, were held in peonage. The 
indictment of two Alabama planters 
who held a negro under such a con- 
tract was sustained. 

The two planters were J. A. Reynolds 
and G. W. Broughton, of Monroe coun- 
ty, Alabama, who became surety in turn 
for Ed Rivers, a negro. Rivers first 
contracted to work out the money Rey- 
nolds had paid into court to satisfy a 
conviction of Rivers for petit larceny. 
When Rivers was arrested for not com- 
pleting his contract with Reynolds, 
Broughton entered into a similar labor 
contract with Rivers. 


BANKER HENRY LOSES 
IN FIGHT ON CONGRESS 


Washington, November 30.—The ap- 
peal of George G. Henry, a New York 
banker, from the decision of the New 
York courts, holding he must return 
to Washington to answer to indict- 
ment for contempt of congress for re- 
fusing to give information to the 
“money trust” investigation committee, 
was dismissed today by the supreme 
court. 

The decision today was on a habeas 
corpus proceeding brought by Henry 
to resist removal to Washington. The 


court held, however. that the consti!- 
tutional questions involved, such as 
the power of congress to compel per- 
sons to testify 
would not now beconsidered.

New York, November 30.—The board 
of managers ofthe New York cotton ex- 
change announced, atter a special meet- 
ing today,that it had decided to rescind 
the various restrictions, made necessary 
to meet the emergencies which arose 
while the exchange was closed. A re- 
turn to normal trading conditions 
made such measure unnecessary, it was 
said. 

The cotton market was more Sy 
irregular and unsettled today. Fluc- 
tuations seemed chiefly attributed to 
further evening up of December con- 
tracts. Lower Liverpool cables and the 
circulation of Decemnber notices, esti- 
mated at about 3,000 bajes, were fol- 
lowed by an opening decline of 6 points 
on December, while other months were 
unchanged to about 5 points lower. 
There fvas considerable Liverpool buy- 
ing of the near position, a8 well as 
some scattered covering and a moder- 
ate investment demand for October, 
which steadied ‘the market shortly 
after the call, and sent prices some 
4 to 7 points net higher. Around t.3 
for December, however, there was re- 
newed liquidation, and that position 
eased off to 7.20. or 10 points net lower, 
with later deliveries selling some 4 to 
7 points under Saturday's close. There

Foreign exports from all ports for 
the day were 38,289 bales, while coast- 
wise shipments were 21,991 bales, mak- 
ing total shipments of 60,280. This 
was one of the few days of the season 
thus far that shipments at ports ex- 
ceeded receipts. 

Foreign exports thus far this season 
now amount to 1,313,852 bales, which 
brings to mind the fact that early in 
the season there were many predic- 
tions that the year’s exports would not 
exceed two million bales and a few 
that the total would not go over one 
million. At the present rate, the two 
million mark will be exceeded by the 
end of December. At present prices 
this means that the south will have 
shipped to foreign countries cotton 
worth approximately $75,000,000.
